This is a decision on the "PETITION TO ACCEPT APPLICATION WHEN 
ONE OF THE JOINT INVENTORS REFUSES TO SIGN OR CANNOT BE REACHED 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a)," filed June 16, 2004. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application was filed on January 9, 2004 
without an executed oath or declaration and missing the statutory 
basic filing fee. (The application included an application 
data sheet containing the residence and/or mailing addresses 
of all of the inventors). Accordingly, on April 16, 2004, a 
Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application" 
mailed, requiring an executed oath or declaration, the filin 
and a surcharge for its late filing. 

In response, rule 47 applicants filed the instant petition (and 
lee); the filing fee; the late surcharge; and a declaration 
executed by joint inventors Lutz and Inglehart on behalf of 
themselves and on behalf of non-signing joint inventor Wang 
Rule 47 applicants maintain that status under 37 CFR 1 47 is 
proper because joint inventor Wang refuses to join in the 
application for patent. 

By declaration of Director of Intellectual Property, Cindy 
Longley, petitioner has shown that the application papers were 
presented to inventor Wang, but he refused to sign. Ms. Longley 
states that in a telephone conversation inventor Wang refused to 
sign. In addition, petitioner provides copies of email 
communications from inventor Wang, reflecting his refusal to 
sign. The petition includes a statement of the last known 
address of the non-signing inventor. 
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The declaration filed June 16, 2004, and the petition have been 
reviewed and found in compliance with 37 CFR 1.47(a). 

This application is hereby accorded Rule 1.47(a) status. 

As provided in new Rule 1.47(c), this Office will forward notice 
of this application's filing to the non-signing inventor at the 
address given in the petition. Notice of the filing of this 
application will also be published in the Official Gazette.
